Later the search broadened 
for the man who embodied the 
Roman word "virtus’—goodness 
or excellenac, Bronze statues, 
probably modelled from the 
victors, overlooked, the stadium 
and were called “Zanes,” the 
word derived from “Zeus.” In 
this way the heroes of the 
ancient Games were almost 
deified. 

These ancient Gomes grew 
until Pindar could_ describe 
them of “the Flower of 
Festivals, exceHent as water. 
bright as gold, brilliant as the 
noonday sun” This was 
superlative extension to tha 
world of art, poctry ‘and 
sculpture, but the importance 
of the Games stil) lay In the 
roarch for a hero who ¢mbodied 
all this excellence.

MURDER TRIAL: ACCUSED. 


DESCRIBES FIGHT |. 


A blow-by-blow account of the fight he claimed he had with Mr 
Arthur John Clifford, the barrister, in front of the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Bank on August 4, was given in evidence by Quik Bah-chee, 30, of 
Singapore, at his murder trial at the Criminal ‘Sessions this morning, 

Quik, who spoke in English, told of how Mr Clifford swung him 
around from behind, shortly after he (accused) had pushed a woman aside 
with his hand in making his way through the afternoon crowd. 

Telling about the fight, accused said that he eventually broke free from 


Mr Clifford's grasp and in doing so his right hand holding his knife
